The two loeomotives which wet in
collision near Roseliurg, nn the Soathern
Pacific, last week, have been brought
the shope on the East Swe. The ene
ginek are Nos, 1768 and 1750, and they
were literslly torn to pleces. No worse
wreck has ever happened on this divi-
slon. What is left of them ison several
card, and there are simply thousands of
pleces. (o the cars are the [ragmenis
of the two tenderr. Here are piled ap
twisted bars and plates, erlinders and
heavy fron parts in every con-eivable
shape. The locomotives were brought
down on their wheols snd are ia the
sume position they were in alter the
colllsion. The lront ends of the bollers
are elovared, ridited and torn, showing
sonetlang of thie terriflc loree with which
they came together. o the center the
drive wheels are lilted about gix inches
above the truck, au the entire bodies of
the idt-uulmlwqu were  bent npwards,
Men who have been on the divison for
u groat many vears say this is the worst
\bnt had ever been  brought to the
